Let us leave to the 
partisans of the English church the end- 
yess dispute on the prerogatives of the, ¢s* 
tablished church, on the utility of those civ- 
if establishments which, already shaken, 
will crumble, perhaps, on all sides, at no 
very distantepoch.

In an instant, 
these champions of toleration and human 
ity were seen to display all the ferocity of 
Diocletian ; to shut up, profane, and de 
stroy our temples ; to pursue the religious 
nan even into the asylum of his thoughts;

What would they have 8 stituted for 
christianity? A goddess, and a temple St 
reason. man for God himself. They af 
t-rwards made temples to the Sufireme Be- 
ing ; temples in which theophilanthropy 
érected her booths, till the period when 
the worship of the deists found its chapels 
deserted in France, as that of David Wil 
liams was in London. 

At this perio? foreign nations waved a- 
mong us the + mers of discord ; they 
were powerfully aided by all the enemeis 
of the revolution, of whom 4 part having 
fled their country wh nit, was in danger, 
to stir ap against it th, potentates of iu 
rope, corresponded with those who remain 
ed.in theiy homes. to kindle discord and 
anarchy. By a refinement of pervers ty, 
they conceived the plan of destroving the 
most salutary reforms, by outstretching 
the object. and forcing every measure , 
of rendering odious ot ridiculous the 
soundest notions by exaggerating them ; 
in fiue, of revolting the people by alarm- 
ing their consciences. 

Who could beliéve it, if accumulated 


facts did not attest it, that two classes of 


men the most opposite were seen at this 
period acting in concert to commit the 
same crimes,.and to destroy religion ?— 
Pretended . philosophers from hatred a- 
gainst it; pretended christians from ha- 
tred to every priest, who had submitted 
to the law requiringan oath?° They would 
rather have csen “oer ‘hitars overturned, 
our sanctuartes profaned, and covered with 
filth and sacrilege, than to behold their 
brethren in the same sacerdotal habits, 
but. faithful to their God and their coun- 
try, offer the same sacrifice, and preach 
the same gospel. These distressing re¢: 
collections will be engraved by history, 
they. will resound in future ages; and 
when reason shall surmount extinguished 
passions, impartial. posterity will decide 
on which side were truth, charity, and 
justice 

Does not your engraving appcar to re- 
trace, not as regards the manner, but the 
results, what our persecutors have exe- 
cuted? The illusory theories of impiety 
are falsified by the most decisive experi 
ence; which attests that morality ts w.- 
vering and without support, if it does not 
receive it from the hands of religion ; that 
relizion is without consistence, if it is not 
fosifive, that is to say, founded on facis 
and on revelation. I conversed on this 
subject with your countryman, Thomas 
Paine. Write, said I to him, on politica: 
rights, but not on religious matters 5; you 
Age of Reason has discovered your tac 
pacity ; you will sever ye able to oppos: 
any thm solid to the excellent r-futation 
of your systems by & crowd of writers, :- 
hows all by the learned dishop of Landalf 

Some of our fersecetors, who styled 
therhselves philosophers, are already 
throwa into the sewers of history ; the 
rest will be, in their turn, The greater

rasnatven In malcoeOWe Sree she sso 
of Robespierre, that it nvay be forgotten 
they were his accomplices, his guards, and 
his banditti. They would be so again, if 
he and his power were resuscitated. For- 
merly. under grotesque names and cyni- 
cal dress, they dishonored the cause of 
liberty ; vile Proteuses, they have chang- 
ed their language, still more than their 
dress. Formerly they blasphemed against 
christianity ; bigots now. and at no time 
pious, limited to certain forms. certain 
trifling customs. neglecting in religion ev- 
ery thing that restrains them, perverting ° 
its august truths as their interest may dic- 
tate, and from the mofives. whieh St. Au- 
gustine has developed in so striking a 
manner in his City of God,* they call them- 
scives christians through policy, because, 
according to the expression of a medern, 
orator, religion te necessary for the peofile ; 
and as the secret of their heart always be- 
trays itself more by their conduct than 
their discourse, the sacred instrument 
th y would pervert is. broken in their 
hands; for among that race always frivo- 
lous and without chanacter, that is called 
Frenchmen, there 1s not one, even to the 
servant girl, who, iw pobbing her master, 
does not repeat that religion ts necessary 
for che peofile, on condition that she may 
be dispensed from having it herself. 

Religion, necessary to every individual, 
is still more so to those magistrates who 
are the regulators of states. [atal expe- 
rience of the misfortunes cecasioned by an 
abandonment of christianity has not yet 
opened our eyes.'- We have recourse to 4 
palliztive to-cure the woupds.avhich have 
been made by irreligion, and its offspring 
immorality; they have loosened the bonds 
of society to such a deeree, that they me- 
nace it with a decomposition, which wiil 
be common to many Neighbouring nations. 
If ever decrepid Europe makes a step to- 
wards moral order, it will be Jess from 
love of that, than from lassitude of crime ; 
but it will be under the escort of christiani. 
ty, and in consequence of inevitable catas. 
trophes. In spite of the clouds that cover 
the future. tunis epativ may be perceived 
though we are unable to predict it ina 
precise manner, though unable to calcu- 
late its term, or its disasters. 

Ifthe bounds of this letter permitted 
me. I would oppose to the evils engendered 
Ly infidelity the benefits profusely spread 
by the christian religion ; its introduction 
was the most ¥ust of all revolutions, and 
the most beautiful, because the most use- 
ful tothe human race. The cross and 
the gospel, in preparing us for the happi- 
ness of eternity. have civilized the world ; 
virtue and knowl.dge have every where 
marched in their train; every region has 
been abandoned by virtue and knowiledze, 
which has lost clirmstiamty ; those regions 
ueve returned to barbarism ; Witness the 
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“1 arned men, and which was once one of 


te most brilliaat portions of christendom 
Witness Aljiers, where you resided two 
vears; such would be the fot which the 
United States would feel, if ever they 
should cease to be christians 

And is not this equivalent ta what you 
propose in some lines, and by an engra- 
ving, which a disciple of the gospel repels 
wich horror? The attributes of pure chris- 
tianity are classed among the emblems of 
prejudices. Where are your proofs? It 
is in the nature of things, that what ts 'p- 
variably useful should be essentially (ruc ; 
instead of prools, you give up to derision 
objects revered by many hundred million 
of men, who will not beheve you 09 your 
word; they will see that your antichris: 
tian sentence wants justness; that It Is 4 


| consequence without premises ; that, with- 


out reasoning at all, you decide that all the 
disciples of the gospel reason falsely. 

Virtuous minds would sigh to behold 
calumny, impiety, and lubricity display 
themselves with effrontery, protected by 
the liberty of the press; but as we do not 
know where to place the limits, if we at- 
tempt to establish by law repressive mea- 
sures, this evil would be counterbalanced 
by others, if our mouths were locked, and 
our pens crushed by tyranny. The press 
is free in your country; thus you are not 
reprehensibie by the law, but condemna- 
ble at the tribunal of opinion, the suprent 
judge of all cries ‘that offend proprity 
and justice. Yours offends both 

It offends justice, because it 1s a gratni- 
tous outfage. that resembles that of the 
Jesumy at Japan. What would you say. 
ifthe attributes ef liberty, wiih ore so 
dear to you, were trampled uader foot be 
fore your eyes? 

It offends propriety, beeause, in holding 
out as frejudiees the emblems of the chris- 
‘tan religion, it ts saying to ali those wi 
profess it, that they are fools ; t sis compl- 
ment addresses itself to the disciples o! 
the gospel in every part of the ghobe ; 't 
iddresses itself to the estimable descend- 
ints of those catholics, who, flying from 
British persecution, established in Mary- 
-and, a state belonging to your confedera- 
lion; it addresses itself to the venerabl:

tarroll, bishep of Baltimore; you tram-) 


pie on the attributes of “his pastoral char 
icter. In France, it is true, the noncon- 
formists outrage in this Way episcopacy 
nthe person of those pastors, who, faith 
ful to the voice of their consciences, have 
committed the unfiardonatle trimeof sub- 
aittnz to the laws of their country ; this
